{n the light of a good many experiences and examples of recent date 
one can be pardoned for speculating on the question whether the pro- 
prietors and operators of radio stations throughout the country are fully 
alive to their responsibilities in the matter of the use of the English lang- 
tiage and the pronunciation thereof through their facilities. 

In broaching this topic it must not be forgotten that every English 
speaking country, in the process of time, develops its own speech and its 
own pronunciation; to the people of other English-speaking countries, it 
might be referred to as its own idiosyncracies of dialect. In some of the 
older countries accent and pronunciation have become more or less stabil- 
ized, but Canada, ag a young country, has not yet reached this stage. It 
is in process of formation and when one listens to radio announcers broad- | 
casting the news, one wonders in what direction we are heading. 

The question which naturally sifts through the mind is whether we | 
are developing, in an orderly fashion, a form of speech which will ultimately 
become characteristically Canadian, and which will eventually be recog- | 
nized as such, or are we promoting confusion and chaos so extensively 
that in course of time, the accustomed listeners to one radio station will 
find difficulty in understanding the patrons of another? 

The posing of such a question with its hint of a dire outcome might 
be regarded in some quarters as levity, yet the implied potentiality is not!

Volume Has Greatly Increased Over 
A Period Of Three Years 


. Air mail should pay for itself in 
five years, George Herring, superin- 
tendent of air and land mail service 
of the post office, told the commons 
committee on railways and shipping. 

Aiswering questions concerning the

If volume of mail carried were

PROPOSALS TO MEET NEW CROP 
PROBLEMS SENT TO OTTAWA 


Line Elevators Set Forth 


Storage, Finance Plans 


Proposals made to the Dominion Government by 
Line Elevator Companies to mcet the problem of 
‘storage and financing of the 1940 wheat crop were made 
publictoday by G. W, P Heffelfinger, president of the 
North-West Line Elevators Assc ciation. 


[In a communication to the Minister of Trade 
and Commerce, the Line Elevators point out that they 
are gravely concerned as to what measures may be 
adopted to take care of the situation that wll de velcp 
this season through inability of farmers to deliver their 
grain, due to congestion that will in all probilitv arise 
shortly after the commencement of the movement o 
the crop, 


In regard to storagethe 4ssaciation sets forth that 
the farmer who cannot get the grain into a marketable 
position will be faced with ecntinuing charges on his 
financial obligations and itis therefore urged that in the 
formulation of such a policy’ and procedure due te gard 
to that important fact be recorded in an increased pfrrice 
based on time of delivery, 


Concerning financirg the crop the Association 
points out that in the past, the elevator trade through 
arrangementsiwith the Banks have fina: ced the move- 
ment from farms through their elevators and they are 
ina position to continue to do ¢o, but the position of 
the farmer who is unable to get his grain into an eleva- 
tor so that he can dispose of itor secure an advance, 
commands immediate atlenticn opd tke fein u'aties ex 
a policy by the Government befure the crop cc mmences 
to move.
